That the Cuban government watt 
erush the revolutionary movement in 
the island republic before it gets very 
far is the opinion of H. L. Mellon, 
general manager of the Southern 
Sugar Company of Havana, who, with 
his wife, arrived at the Alexandria 
yesterday for a few days stay. 

“If the revolt in Cuba does assume 
a serious character ſt will not be a 
revolt of the negroes the 
whites,” said Mr. Melion. “It is only 
another one of those revolutions 
which have hamperéd the progress 
of the fertile island for many genera- 
tions.” 

He asserted that there is no racial 
jasue in Cuba and that the leaders of 
the present trouble are gero 
politicians who frankly admit that 
they are making trouble because the 
government has failed to provide 
them with jobs. 

“The districts which are in a con- 
aition of grave unrest have nearly 
always been the center of Cuban 
revolutionary movements,” he con- 
tinued. “They are located at some 
distance from Havana, and form a 
convenient rendezvous for the dis- 
sruntled elements.” 

He said that whatever happens he 
is confident that this country is go- 
lu to give Cuba a fair chance to set- 
tle her own difficulties. 

The Cubans feel that if United 
States troops land on their island for 
the third time it may mean that 
their banner of the single star may 
aive way before the Stars and Stripes. 

“The United States has played an 
important part in the wonderful de- 
— ment of Cuba. he said. Her 

roads, school system, capital 
es industries bear the trade-mark 

Uncle Sam. A good part of her 
8 isn't grateful for what this 
country has done, and rather resents 
our commercial predominance on 
their island. A part of the resent- 
ment that was once felt the 
United States has now been turned 
against the Cuban government. 

“In tropical countries the oppost 
tien party has a habit of p ying 
politics by inciting revolutions. From 
what I understand they are playing

pivine between Victoria. RB. C., and 
San Francisco for the last eight years. 
Capt. Wallace admitted. however. that 
there might be seme difficutty in 
proving the claim of the pflots before 
the fire. as the records of the asse- 
ciation were destroved. 

The Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany resisted the claim of pllotace 
on vessels piving between British 
Columbia ports and San Francisco.

WOULD REACH 
THE FARMERS. 


United Presbyterians Want 
Them in Church. 


Wallace Insists They Dislike 


Negations. 
Millions Who Profess No Re- 
ligion at All. 


[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SEATTLE, May 27.—The United 
Presbyterian general assembly dis- 
cussed tonight the report of Henry 
Wallace of Des Moines, Iowa, chair- 
man of the Standing Committee on 
Rural Churches, who finds that far- 
mers generally do not attend church, 


says: 

“There is little, if any, difference 
in the rural status of any of the de- 
nominations. The Catholics hold their 
own in the open country and the 
country towns no better than the 
United Presbyterians. The decline so 
general in all the other sections of 
the East, center or South, is due to 
economic causes that have led to the 
decline of agricultural population and 
not entirely due to the decline of re- 
ligious fervor. 

“It seems fair to assume that from 
20 to 70 per cent. of the farming 
people of the prairie States belong 
to no church and attend none. The 
congregations of the United Presby- 
terian Church are usually in the most 
intelligent communities, and here the 
percentage will probably be from 25 
to 40; but there are other communi- 
tiles in which it runs as high as 70 
per cent. About 40 per cent. of the 
farmers have use for the preacher 
only in case of death and once in a 
while at a wedding. And yet, these 
people for the most part, speak our 
language; their children go to the 
same schools as our children. 

“To reach this unchurched popula- 
tion, the gospel must be preached in 
the terms of farm life. This gospel 
must be a virtle gospel. The man 
on the farm cannot be reached by a 


“higher criticiem,” so-called, nor with 
a gospel of ifs and ands, and buts.” 
The assembly took up the report of 
the Committee on Industrial Condi- 
tions. The report discusses unemploy- 
ment, poverty, fabulous wealth in 
the hands of a few, child labor, the 
social evil and other phases of the 
labor problem, to show the magnitude 
of the evils that threaten civilization. 
Of the courts the report says: 
“They seem to be too much con- 
cerned about legal forms and tech- 
nicalities, and not sufficiently con- 
cerned about the weightier matters 
of justice and mercy. There is a 
grave suspicion everywhere voiced 
that corporate interests exert an un- 
wholesome influence over a consider- 
able number of our courts. and that 
they have displayed a pernicious ac- 
tivity in the election and appoint- 
ment of judges who would be in a 
ree, measure, amenable to their con- 
report, on the authority of the 
church home mission board, says’ 
that 67,000,000 people in the United 
States are without profession, inclué- 
ing 12,000,000 children. The com- 
mittee recommends that the church 
take a stand in favor of all measures 
looking to improvement of the con- 
dition of labor, but believes the 
preaching of the gospel of Jesus is 
the great remedy for industrial ilis.

This 
feeling must have been in the minds 
of many persons the other day when 
the news came of the death of Fred- 
erick VIII of Denmark. Although 
well along in years of life, being 69, 
he was only six years on the throne. 
Live his brother-in-law of England, 
the ate Edward VII. he entered pow- 
er at a comparatively advanced age, 
and had only a short reign. Neverthe- 
less, young as the monarch 
was in years of sway, he leaves se- 
eral behind him who went to the front 
later than he did. 

In the ranks of the crown wearers 
the number of comparatively recent 
accessions large. George V of 
Englan? has reigned two years, Mo- 
hammed V of Turkey and Albert of 
Belgium each three years, Gustaf V 
of Sweden five years, Haakon VII of 
Norway seven Alfonso XIII of 

ten years, Victor Emmanuel III 
Italy twelve years, Wilhelmina of 
the Netherlands fourteen. years, and 
‘Nicholas II of Russia eighteen years 
As compared with these, William II 
of Germany has a right to consider 
himself an old stager in duration of 
wer, having been on the throne 
enty-four years, or will have been 
there that length of time on June 15. 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria has reigned a 
quarter of a century, Charles of Rou- 
mania thirty-one years, Mutsuhito of 
Japan forty-five years, and the broth- 
er of the late Danish King, George of 
Greece, forty-nine years. 

But the dean of all the world’s 
rulers is Francis Joseph. Every 
throne on earth has been vacated two 
or more times, and some of them half 
a dozen times, since his uncle, Ferdi- 
nand I, was compelled to abdicate on 
December 2, 1848, 


several of the present monarch's pred- 
ecessors, was compelled to flee from 
Vienna, oe was the grandfather of the 
erman Emperor, William I, 
m Berlin, who, however, was not 
a Nown wearer at that time. Except 
Victoria of England, who died a lit- 
tle jover eleven yeats ago, Francis 
P 's reign breaks all the records 
of the modern day in the great na- 
tions. And, in duration, his sway will 
equal hers if it lasts till July 4, 1912, 
as it bably will. Moreover, his 
career has been far more stormy than 
that of any other head of a great state 
since Napoleon I, whose rule, of 
course, was comparatively short. 
Louis XTV of France holds the world’s 
record in length of reign, for any age, 
seventy-two years, but in the 
first eight years of this time, when he 
was in his technical minority, 
was ruled by a regent.

VALIANT WORK 
REDUCES LOSS, 


Long Beach Fire Controlled 
» by Vigorous Effort. 


State May Buy School Bonds 
to Help District. . 


Heavy Tides Threaten Exist- 
ence of Municipal Pier. 


LONG BEACH, May 27.—After 
eight hours’ work the local fire de- 
partment this morning succeeded in 
subduing the fire which broke out at 
midnight on the dredger Oakland in 
drydock at the Craig plant. Misled 
by the glare in the sky, which ob- 
servers thought came from the ex- 
haust at the gas plant, the blaze had 
a good start before an alarm was 
turned in. 

Unable to locate water plugs in the 
shipyard Fire Chief Shrewsbury 
backed his engine on the staging 
leading from the shore to the dry- 
dock and placing his suction pipe in 
the channel pumped two streams of 
salt water on the flames, which hae 
enveloped the dredger and threatened 
the drydock. The heat of the fre made 
it impossible to get near the sea 
valves which would have sunk the 
drydock. Realizing that the dredger 
was doomed the firemen devoted their 
efforts to the drydock and were en- 
abled to save it with trifling injury. 

The dredger is practically a total 
loss. It was built seven years 
ago for the American Dredging 
Company at a cost of $125,000. 
Its value was $65,000, partially cov- 
ered by insurance. The damage to 
the big drydock is estimated at $4000. 
The greater part of this is confined 
to the motors which operated the 
docks, the insulation being burned 
off. At 1:30 this morning it seemed 
likely that the docks would be de- 
atroyed as the flames were shooting 
from every side of the wings, but be- 
fore the flames could get a grip on 
the heavy timbers the salt water 
streams were used with good effect. 

The Oakland was employed in the 
harbor at Wilmington and was. 
brought over to Craig’s on Saturday 
for repairs. The origin of the fire is 
@ mystery, but is believed to have 
been caused dy live coals from a 
forge which fell unnoticed among the 
timbers of the boat and smoldered 
for hours before bursting into flame.

WANDERING OF TRAVELERS 


IN CIRCLES 


T IS a well-known fact that per- 

sons lost in a desert or other stretch 

of country which is utterly devoid 
of landmarks whereby they would be 
enabled systematically to pursue some 
definite path, tend to wander around 
in a circle, and often find themselves, 
after a certain lapse of time, back 
at the point from which they started, 
says Prometheus. Possibly connected 
with this observation is the fact that 
in many religious rites of primitive 
peoples it is prescribed that a certain 
evolution, such as a dance/around a 
shrine, be performed in clockwise di- 
rection. 

Explanations have from time to 
time been proposed for this curious. 
phenomenon, but none of these hits 
the truth. ax 

Thus, for instance, it has been sug- 
tested that one leg is always a little 
— er than the other, and that this

deviate from a straight line. 

But the writer observes, with 
justice, that if this were the true 
cause, then in our day. when every 
civilized person goes on his travels 
shod by the shoemaker’s art, any 
slight difference in the length of his 
legs would be sure to be compensated 
in a large number of cases by an 
opposite disparity in the thickness of 
the soles of his shoes.

SHORT, SHARP SESSION 
BRISTLING SENSATIONS. 


Darrow’s Chief Counsel Charges Detective With At- 
tempt to Reach Jury With Alleged Prejudicial Arti- 
cles Newspaper Men Cited on Contempt Proceedings. 
Judge Rules to Admit All Bribery Evidence. 


HOUGH little more than half a 

day was consumed by the Darrow 

trial yesterday, the session was 
filled with sensations. The State won 
a substantial victory when the court 
held that the testimony of a number 
of witnesses for the prosecution was 
admissible if other evidence produced 
the proper connections. The ruling 
was based on well-established de- 
cisions by the Supreme Court of this 
State. Judge Hutton held it was en- 
tirely proper to prove attempts to 
bribe jurors in the McNamara case 
even if the name of the defendant, 
Clarence Darrow, did not appear until 
later. The District Attorney assured 
the court that he would be able to 
connect Darrow with the alleged acts 
of his agents. : 

The other striking feature of the 
afternoon was when Attorneys Rogers 
and Appel declared that unjustified 
attacks had been made upon the de- 
fendant by the Pxaminer, and that 
they tended to prejudice the case of 
the defendant. Rogers also bitterly 
assailed Robert J. Foster, detective 
for the National Erectors’ Associa- 
tion, for an alleged attempt to smug- 
gle articles relating to the present 
trial into the juryroom. It did not 
appear during the proceedings yes- 
terday that any juror had read the 
articles referred to, but the detective 
and several employees of the Rx 
aminer have been cited to appear be- 
fore Judge Hutton at 9:30 o'clock 
this morning to show cause why they 
should not be punished for contempt. 
JURY NOT TO HBAR. 


Capt. Fredericks at once took the 
attitude that the fullest investigation 
should be made. He declared that a 
certain kind of sensational newspaper 
article hurt the prosecution as much 
ag the defense, and that the entire 
matter should be thoroughly sifted. 
He said, however, that he did not 
believe the question should be dis- 
cussed before the jury, and the court 
finally agreed in the main with him 
eon this point. Capt. Fredericks's con- 
tention was that if the defense were 
sincere in the effort to keep articles 
commenting upon Darrow's probable 
guilt from the jury, the very same 
effect would be reached if the matter 
were argued before the jury. 

The proceedings opened at 1:30 
o’ clock, 

“Your honor,” said Rogers, when 
the jurors had taken their places. I 
want to introduce in evidence one 
of the most outrageous articles 
in print during the 
action.” 

“If you are to take up any legal 
argument, I would suggest that the 


| jury be excused,” said Ford. 


“No, sir,” thundered Rogers. “I 
Want to show right now that an at- 
tempt was made to get the objec- 
tionable article before the jury. We 
think we know the man and want 
him brought into court for further 
interrogation.” 

The court here in the sug- 
gestion that if all the matters con- 
tained in the affidavit prepared by 
Rogers were read in the presence of 
the jury that an injurious’ effect 
would result. 

“This affidavit sets forth matters 
which, if, true, should be punished 
undoubtedly,” remarked Capt. Fred- 
ericks, “but we are now trying Dar- 
row for a certain offense. As a mat- 
ter of fact I am not prepared to ad- 
mit anything at the present time nor 
do 1 know who inspired the article 
appearing in a morning paper.” 

SENSATIONAL CHARGE. 


Rogers jumped to his feet with tho 
direct assertion that Foster had not 
only furnished the basis of an article 
appearing in yesterday's issue of the 
Examiner, but had also tried to get 
the paper into the jury room. “We 
have proof on this point,” said the 
lawyer. 

“The prosecution should join us in 
the investigation,” added Appel. 

“We certainly will mvestigate,“ re- 
plied Capt. Fredericks, “but I believe 
that a special prosecutor should be 
appointed by the court as it is a crim- 
inal matter, if true. In the many 
years I nave been connected with the 
prosecution of criminals, I have never 
known of any such proceedings being 
taken in the presence of the jury. 
The very nature of the charges makes 
it imperative to hear the evidence 
solely before the court. 

The court declared that he felt the 
reprehensibility of printing articles 
during a court trial that might in- 
fiuence the jurors. He said no case 
should be tried in the newspapers, 
but that the jury alone and unham- 
pered should bring in a verdict that 
all would feel was based on a due 
consideration of the facts. 

The defense tried to intimate that 
Detective Foster was directly con- 
nected with the prosecution, but this 
was denied by the District-Attorney.

The friends of @ party named Jones, 
who is chairman of the National Prohibi- 
tion Executive Committee, ought to sub- 
mit him to an examination before a lun- 
acy commission, for he exhibits symptons 
of political dementia.

Greatness must pay the penalty, even 
as insignificance, Fame brings its draw- 
backs as surely as mediocrity. Not many 
real flowers in these days of universal ad- 
vertising are allowed to blush unseen; 
sometimes, indeed, they are forced to blush 
at being seen over much. The star actor or 
writer or statesman or inventor is not over 
looked by the public—on the contrary, he 
is often too much looked over. Too little 
privacy, not too little publicity, is now the 
price paid for “having arrived.” 

In the category of those who are suffer- 
ing from their own greatness we must in- 
clude Rudyard Kipling, England’s premier 
pont and short-story writer. This much- 
harassed and toofamous gentleman is hav- 
ing a hard task to Gud a home that cannot 
be turned into a public show place. He 
keeps singing to the public, “T'll leave my 
happy home for you.” He not only sings 
it—he does it. ed 

He has just been driven from his quaintly 
pretty cottage in the one-time secluded vil- 
lage of Rottingdean by the man with the 
megaphone, the ‘fiend with the camera and 
the auto truck filled with curious sight- 
seers. It is indeed strange. Those who 
‘seek it can’t get this sort of publicity, and 
those who get it don't want it. Still the 
man with the megaphone knows his busi- 
ness. 

So poor Rudyerd has been forced to sur- 
render the fort and to retire to a more 
secluded spot in the wild Sussex country 
back of Brighton. To find a secluded spot 
between Brighton and London requires a 
dash of genius. Rudyard has supplied it. 
His latest choice of a resting place for his 
disturbed spirit shows the value of poetic 
discrimination. He has retired to the vil- 
lage of Burwash, which once refused to 
turn out in honor of King George IV unless 
that monarch first agreed to treat all its 
inhabitants to free beer. In this Sussex 
village the bump of curiosity is still dor- 
mant and the desire for beer still active.

ward Former Valet Is an Extensive Land Owner. 


‘ONDON, April 20.—King George

Sees. Most people fmdgine, and 
father naturally, that wages in the 
royal household are high, but the fact 
is that though many of the King's 
servants are paid much better than 
those in the service of fairly wealthy 


he people, others are not paid nearly as 


well. For example, the housemaids, 
kitchen maids, pantry men and in- 
door porters in the royal household 
get from $100 $200 a year, which 
is slightly lower, jf anything, than 
the average rate of pay for the minor 
servants in wealthy establishments. 
An advantage of being in the royal 
household, however, is that every 
servant, after five years service be- 
comes entitied to a pension, and at 
60 receives ont equal to two-thirds 
of his or her salary. 4 
It i¢ the upper servants in the 
royal household who “coin money.” 
These are the chief of the state 
„the house steward, the house- 
eeper and the chief of the grooms 
in waiting, each of whom are paid 
$3000 a year in wages and also pocket 
Half as much in perquisites or “perks” 
as they are called in the servants’ hall. 
They each make at least $500 a year 
in tips from royal visitors, while 
presents from the King and Queen 
and other members ot the royal fam- 
ily are worth $750 more. These 
upper servants, by the way, are paid 
monthly, by check While the under 
servants get their “screws” weekly,

With such tidy incomes, it is not 
surprising that most of the upper 
royal servants have good balances at 
the bank. ward's valet, I 
hear, invested his savings in land, 
which now brings him in a useful in- 
come in the way of ground rents. 
Another of the servants in the late 
King’s household formed a collection 
of antique silver, of which he was a 
first-rate judge, that has been valued 
at $25,000, though he actually gave 
only about a quarter of that for it 
With the means to educate their 
children well, most of these upper 
royal servants do so, and the sons of 
many of them hold important posi- 
tions. One is in the Canadian valua- 
tion Office on a salary of $5000 a year, 
several are in the civil service, and 
some are doctors ahd solicitors. Most 
of the more important royal servants 
speak French in addition to their own 
tongue; while those who, like the 
chief page and chief yeoman, are al- 
— more * lens in attendance on 
* ng ro ea, must speak Eng- 
lish. French and German. 

The most highly paid royal serv- 
ants in the world are those of the 
Czar. The chief valet of the Russian 
royal household draws $5000 a year, 
the chief groom of the state apart- 
ments and the chief state page are 
paid $7500, and many of the other 
servants have salaries of $4000. The 
Kaiser has a bigger staff of servante 
than that at Buckingham Palace, but 
the servants at the German court 
are not as well paid as those who 
serve King George.
